We ſhall paſs by ſeveral 
other Advantages, that France has receiv'd from

After having thus examin'd the Power and 
* Grandeur of the Enemy, as it was in the begin- 
ning of this War, we ought to conſider, in the 
next Place, the Defeats he has receiv'd, and the 
* Loſs of his Veteran Troops, th. ough the Arms of 
your High Mightineſſes and your Allies; and to- 
* gether, how many States and Countries have been 
taken from him; but theſe Particulars have been 
* repreſented in former Peritions , and likewiſe in 
the beginning of this, when the Events of the laſt 
Campaign were taken into Conſideration, The 
* Decay of the Publick Credit deſerves a particular 
Attention, as alſo the general Poverty of the King- 
dom. This laſt ought to be more regarded and 
* confider'd than the Frontiers of a Country; for 
generally ſpeaking , the good or bad Condition 
of a Nation, is only clearly known or diſcover'd 
from the inward Conſtitution and Circumſtances 
; of their Affairs; for notwithſtanding the Fron- 
tiers of a State be cover'd againſt all Foreign In- 
vaſions, or even enlarg'd by Succeſs of Arms, yet 
it is very poſlible that ſuch a State ſhould decline, 
and at laſt be entirely ruin'd through the Poverty 
, of the Inhabitants , the Multiplicity and Heavi- 
neſs of Taxes, the Waſting and Taking away 
from them the neceſſary Means for their Subſi- 
' ſence, and the Loſs of Publick Credit, which,

I will give your Lordſhip but one 
Inſtance of it; It was the Caſe of a Reverend Pre- 
late, now in the Houſe; I mean, the Archbiſhop 
of Jork: His Grace was then Dr: Sharpe _ It 
was in the Year Eighty Six; there was an Order, 
directed by way of Letter to the Proteſtant Biſhops, 
to diſcharge all the Inferior Clergy from preaching - 


upon controverted Points in Divinity. They 
thought it ſerved the Deſigns of Popery, then, to 


direct Miniſters how they ſhould preach ; which 
was, in effect, to forbid them to defend their Re- 
ligion. This Precedent was taken from an Order 
in Queen Mary's Time, ſays the Printed Account; 
when at the fame time, it was attack d by the 5 
12 Prieſts with all the Vigour as were capab 
ot, whilſt the Popiſh Sermons and Diſcourſes were 
Printed by Authority. Notwithſtanding this Or- 
der, the Doctor took Occaſion in ſome of his Ser- 
mons, to vindicate the Church of England, in Op- 
polition to the Frauds and Corruptions of Popery. 
But this, by the Court Emiffaries, was interpre- 
ted much the ſame way as the Doctor's Sermon 
15 now, to be endeavouring to beget in the Minds 
of his Hearers, an ill Opinion of the King, and 
his Government, by inſinuating Fears and Jea- 
louſies, to diſpoſe them to Diſcontent, and to 
lead them into Schiſm, Diſobedience and Re- 
bellion. 

My Lords, When the Homilies and Articles, 
when fo many Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and the 
Univerſity, and moſt of the Foreign Divines too, 
ere the Lutherans, have aſſerted the ſame Do- 
ctrine of Non-Reliſtance to the Supreme Power, 
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as Dr. Sacheverell has; I think it the hardeſt Cafe 
in the World, that this unfortunate Gentleman 
ſhould thus be ſingled out, and made a Criminal. 
and a kind of Martyr, enduring the Trial of cruel 
Mockings, yea, moreover, of Bonds and Impri. 
fonment, for aſſerting the fame Doctrine. Fr 
true, Beza, and Pareus, and ſome others of the 
Calviniſts, are of another Opinion; but tis 
known, that Parens's Commentary on the 72th 
of the Romans, was burnt at Oxford, by the Or. 
der of King James the Furſt, for aſſerting that

But there is one thing, My Lords, ſo aſtoniſhing 
in this Proſecution; that I cannot but take Notice 
of it: Thoſe who were at Man's Eſtate, at the Re. 


volution, know how induſtrious, on the one Side, 


all that were Friends to King James were, to put 
his leaving the Nation then upon the Foot of Force 
and Reſiſtance, as thinking this the ſtrongeſt and 
beſt Argument to - juſtify his withdrawing himſelf 
from his People: They rack'd their Brains to find 
out Arguments to convince Men, that his Life was 
manifeſtly in Danger, by ſtaying here; and tht 
it was for the ſake of that, and his Liberty, that he 
was forc'd to withdraw ; and that his Withdrawing 
was juſt, being an Act of Neceſſity, and not ot 
Choice.

© the Queen's Troops there. 
t704. In June, 1704, being retired in the Country, 
I ſreceiv'd the Beers Commands to attend Her

mand of Her Troops in Portugal. I defif'd to be

* was ſoon refoly'd to retire into Winter Quar- 
fers. 
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The Troops being in Quarters; I went to
